How a Gettysburg mother’s pray­ 
ers led her son into the ministry 
after he had developed a natural 
bent for painting is told in an in­ 
terview, written for the Valley Daily 
News, of Tarentum, P a, by Frieda 
Dudt, copies of which were received 
here today.

Turns To Ministry 
“The little enterprise grew into a 
thriving business, turning out dain­ 
tily worded menu cards and shiny 
refinished auto bodies.

“ But I wasn’t satisfied.’ the Lu­ 
theran pastor of Springdule’s ‘Little 
Brick Church on the Corner’ said 
‘I had an inward feeling that urged 
me toward something else.

“Tile Rev. Mr. Baker graduated

years later. He was the first mem­ 
ber in his class to receive a call. 
T hat was in Confluence, where he 
remained for over four years. 
He 
has been pastor of the Springdale 
Lutheran church since that time - 
12 years ago. 
He also attended 
Carnegie Institute of Technology 
for two years. 
Varied Talents 
“The prolific hands of the Spring­ 
dale minister have kept busy dur­ 
ing his 17 years in the ministry. 
All the art work used in his church 
literature, posters for civic enter­ 
prises, the beautiful oil painting of 
Christ in the Garden of Gethsem- 
ane over the altar, and scores of 
other works have come from the 
minister’s talented hands. 
“His lien Is not idle either. He has 
written a number of juvenile can­ 
tatas and song stories which have 
been published by Hall-Mack com­ 
pany, of Philadelphia, and at pres­ 
ent is preparing for publication a 
book of children’s object lessons 
with suggested chalk talks for us*1 
in the church school, 
"In his spare time, he gives chalk 
talks. 
During the summers he Is 
usually on the faculty of some sum­ 
mer assembly as lecturer on visual 
education.

Conclusion 
I 
N conclusion of this sketch, a few 
citations from officers and others 
will be given which may throw- some 
light on this question which has 
caused so much controversy. 
G en­ 
eral E. P. Alexander in his "M ilitary 
Memoirs of a Confederate” says: 
“About noon the movements of 
the Confederates toward the Fed­ 
eral left were noted, and Sickles, 
whose corps held that flank, sent 
forward from the Peach orchard 
a small reconnoitering force, 
It 
encountered Wilcox’s brigade, and 
was driven back with a severe 
loss, but not before it had dis­ 
covered the approach of Long- 
street’s column. 
This being re­ 
ported to Sickles, he unwisely or­ 
dered an advance of his whole 
corps to hold the ground about 
the Peach orchard. He probably 
h t<] in mind the advantage given 
to the Confederates at Chancel- 
lorsville in allowing them the oc­ 
cupancy of Hazel Grove plateau? 
But it was nevertheless, bad tac­ 
tics. 
It exchanged strong ground 
for weak, and gave the Confeder­ 
ates an opportunity not otherwise 
possible. 
They would 
be quite 
sure to crush the isolated Third 
corps.” 
G eneral de Trobriand, who com­ 
m anded a brigade of Birney’s divi­ 
sion of the T hird corps, in his 
“Four 
Years 
with 
the 
Potomac 
Army,” says: 
“General Sickles had taken the 
responsibility of this change of 
position, without the authority of 
the general commanding. His ob­ 
ject was to be able to oppose a 
front of two brigades to a turning 
movement which the enemy had 
already begun. 
But this inspira­ 
tion showed more ardor to meet 
the fight than a nice appreciation 
of the best means to sustain it. 
The new disposition of the Third 
corps offered some great incon­ 
veniences and some great dan­ 
gers. 
In the first place, it found 
itself isolated In advance of the 
battle front; for the Second corps, 
which had no orders to follow the 
movement, remained behind, with 
an interval of about five hundred 
yards 
from 
Humphrey's 
right. 
Towards the left, the line form­ 
ing a salient angle at the Peach 
orchard became much thinner, in 
that it extended along two faces.

G eneral Doubleday in his n a rra ­ 
tive of “Chancellorsville and G et­ 
tysburg,” says: 
“The movement disastrous in 
some respects, was propitious as 
regards the general results, for 
the 
enemy 
had 
wasted 
his 
strength and valor In gaining the 
Emmitsburg road, which, after all, 
was of no particular benefit to 
them. They were still outside the 
main line.” 
Captain Robert G. C arter, who 
served in the battle of Gettysburg 
as a member of the 22nd M assa­ 
chusetts regim ent of T ilton’s brig- 


corps as we were passing by, held 
it on .the afternoon of July 2, 
against Law and Robertson, it 
w’ould have been much easier, es­ 
pecially 
had 
they 
been 
posted 
early, for these two brigades to 
have held our extreme left. After 
4 or 4:30 p. rn., the line from 
Little Round Top to the left of 
the Second corps could have been 
heavily reinforced by flu* Eifth 
and Sixth corps. The troops that 
held from the Second corps to 
Little Round Top on July 3, be­ 
hind intrenchmcnts, did not suf­ 
fer as the Third corps did at the 
Peach orchard line in its break 
back from the Emmitsburg road.” 
Colonel G. J. Fiebeger, who was 
for many years professor of en­ 
gineering at the West Point Mili­ 
tary academy, and who formerly 
accompanied the W est Point seniors 
to Gettysburg to study the tactics 
of the battle, in his “Campaign and 
Battle of Gettysburg,” makes the 
ade. of B arnes’ division of the Fifth following statem ent: 
corps, in his “Four Brothers in 
Blue,” says: 
“I am more and more firmly 
convinced, after seven visits to the 
field, 
that 
Sickles’ 
position 
on 
July 2 was not only faulty, and 
should not have been taken, but 
his losses would not have been so 
great had he prolonged the line 
of the Second corps to the left 
over Round Top. entrenching and 
placing 
two 
brigades—De 
Tro- 
hriand’s and Ward’s of Birney's 
division on the two Round Tops. 
If Vincent’s small brigade, which 
Warren detached from the Eifth 


“Had Sickles been experienced 
in the art of intrenching, he would 
have moved Birney’s division back 
to the ridge occupied by Hum­ 
phreys, thus connecting the Sec­ 
ond corps with Little Round Top, 
and would have organized his po­ 
sition as Slocum did the more dif­ 
ficult one of the Twelfth corps. A 
brigade could have been assigned 
to Big Round Top.” 
Slocum in 
his report says; “As soon as the 
corps was established on its new 
line, a strong force was detailed 
for the construction of breast­ 
works and abatis, which subse­ 


quently proved of great value.” 
General A. L. Long, in his “Me­ 
moirs of G eneral Lee,” makes the 
following comment on Sickles’ posi­ 
tion: 
“Cemetery Ridge at this portion 
of its extent is ill defined, and the 
movement of Sickles to occupy 
the advanced position was not 
without tactical warrant. 
Yet it 
was faulty from the fact that his 
line, to gain a defensive position 
for its left flank, had to bi* bent 
at a considerable angle at the ad­ 
vanced point known as the Peach 
Orchard. * * * The weak point in 
this line was the salient at the 
Peach orchard, which formed the 
key of Sickles* position, and on 
this, when the columns of Long- 
street moved to the attack at 4:30 
p. rn., the greatest vigor of the 
assault fell.”
